SALE

The highest price so far in Messrs. Adam 
and Sons’ auction sale of fine art property 
at “ De Windesore,’” 14 Raglan road, Dublin, 
was reached yesterday, when 180 guineas was 
paid for a pair of paintingd on glass in th 
Chinese manner. The glasses, which are in 
finely carved .gilt Chippendale ‘frames, depict 
au Emperor, Empress and attendants, and 
Bua measures three and a halí feet by two 
eet. | 

Yesterday, the fourth day of the sale, was 
confined to the boudoir, bedrooms and main 
staircase, the principal interest centring in 
the wardrobes, of which there was a wide 
variety. The outstanding feature of. this 
s@Ction was the Reisner walnut garderdhe, 
with doors, freizes and cornice á 
carved in basso relievo, from te collection 
of the old King’s house at Sassenheim, which 
was sold at the bargain price of 26 guineas 
Three Sheratons inlaid mahogany diamond- 
door wardrobes sold for guineas, 24 
guineas and 20 guineas tespectively, and two 
others of a similars description fetched 19} 
and 185 guineas. Forty-eight guineas were 
paid for an inlaid mahogany bedroom suite 
in the Sheraton style, and another bedroom 
suite in walnat sold at 19 guineas. There 
was also a keen demand for tallboys.

SCHEME 


The report oí the Waterworks Committee 
of the Dublin Corporation, which will be con 
sidered ‘on Monday next refers to the negotia- 
tions between the Council and the Electricity 


Supply Board in regard to the -Poulaphouca 
“tiydro-electric 


) ‘scheme, and recofamends the 
Council to approve of a settlement based on 
the conditions under which the payment of 
£126.000 by the Corporation shal] be in 
liquidation of ‘all liabilities, immediate or 
future, in connection with the construction 
and maintenance of the waterworks. 

The Committee also mentions in the report 
that the cost of the entire pro 
Poulaphouca waterworks undertaking, includ- 
ing the contribution of £126,000 mentioned, 
is estimated by the Acting City Engineer at 
£€09,000.. Some of the works included in this 
estimate, however, can be dealt with in stages 
as the demand for water increases. 

The agenda includes a number of motions 
over the name of Councillor Thomas Kelly, 
T.D., m one of which he submits “ official 
representation by the Medical Officer of 
Health and other particulars to enable the 
City Council to adopt a resolution declaring 
the area defined by the Council within the 
areas known as the ‘ Thorncastle Street Area ’ 
to he a clearance area.”

trmtors’ Association, in the Royal Hi 
Hotel, Dublin, last night. . 

Mr. Gallagher said that the country was 
experiencing a remarkable development, New 
industries were coming into being, and the 
peoplé were being iaught to endeavour to 
supply their own needs at home. Electrical 
contractors shared in the expausion of trade, 
bat they saw no justification for the admis- 
sion of foreign and so-called electrical experts 
to equip the factories and mills, There was 
no phase of electrical) work which could not 
he efficiently carried out by Irish electricians. 

Trades unions could, in some measure, deal 
with the matter as far as the interests of 
their members were concerned. bat electrical 
contractors were entitled to receive considera- 
tion from the Minister for Industry and 


Commerce. Before ing to any of the 
many schemes «© whi came before the 
Minister, it would help towards the. solu- 


tion of the unemployment problem if he 
would make it obligatory that Irish electrical 
contractors should be ‘employed upon the 
work of equipping electrically the new mills 
and factories. 

The factories set up to manufacture elec- 
trical apparatus had given the members of 
the Association much anxiety, continued the 
chairman. They were welcomed in so far 
as they proposed to manufacture some part 
of the country’s requirements, but he thought 
that they had no right to interefere with 
the normal and. old-established tradin 
methods, which years of. experience ha 
shown to be the most suitable for the 


electrical and other trades. So far it had 


been found impossible to get Irish factories | 


to accept, or even to consider, the question 


of approaching to the trading conditions which. 


British and Continental manofacturers had 
adopted for the past forty years. 


QU ESTION OF PRICES 


Certain Irish manufacturers were obsessed 
with the idea of maintaining retail prices at 
a set figure below the prices ruling in Eug- 
land. and also of maintaining ‘enormous 
tariffs. This would be a laudable and very 
welcome thing were it not that the reduction 
was taken entirely from the pockets of the 
distributors. The amount available for the 
expenses of distributors was not sufficient to 
cover overhead charges and provide a margin 
of profit: It had been suggested that the 
remedy would be to cut out the wholesalers, 
the contractors setung up a marketing or- 
ganisation and buying direct from the fac- 
tory. This would mean the closing down of 
merchandising houses, with a loss of employ- 
ment to hundreds of men. The wholesalers 
were an integral part of the industry, and 
gave an essential service. 

“I cannot see the gain to the country,” 
he added,—*if, in order to provide employ- 
ment in factories for a few girls and boys, 
we have to disorganise the trade and 
throw on the dole so many men, . . . 
We think that pressure should be applied 
te compel Irish industries to act in a reason- 
able and proper manner in the matter of 


trade.” 

Contractors. be continued, had never 
ceased their objections to State-financed 
apposition to private traders. There was a 
new development in as much as the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board were now aries 
with contractors for installations which coul 
never come on to the Board’s mains. By 
undertaking such contracts the E.S.B. 
demonstrated that they were trading, not to 
provide sales of electricity, but as a profit- 
earning department. 

‘It may be argued,’’ he continued, “ that 
the profit derived from such work goes to 
reduce the cost of current. Then, I say, why 
confine such. activities to electrical contract- 


ing? Why not start. butchers’ shops, 
drapers’ or stockbrokers’? 
“Tie E.8.B., relying on Government 


funds for support, can enter into the fiercést 
competition with electrical contractors all 
over Ireland. | 

“Every other day I, receive complaints 
of unfair tactic; on the part of the repre- 
sentatives of the Board. I know that this, 
at least, has not the sanction or approval 
of those in authority at head office, but if 
you set up organisations all over the country 
in which you employ men whose job naturally 
depends on getting orders at any price, how 
can you expect that in every case these men 
will respect the canons of fair trading, and, 
if the competition for a livelihood is so fierce, 
can contractors be blamed if they suspect 
unfair use of the powers given under the 
Att” .

Proposing “The Other Sections of the 
Electrical. Industry,” Mr, A. G. Bruty, 
M.LE.E. (President of the Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association), said that he was never 
tired of preaching. the gospel of the all- 
electric house. In his opinion, the indus- 
try: was still in its infancy, ‘and there was 
remarkable scope for development. A. cheap 
and abundant supply of electricity was neces- 
sary for development, with simple tariffs, 
and, where possible, free service cabjes.

Lucky Horseshoes

REFORM

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article: —The Indian financial inquiry 
Sir Otto Nieméyer 
resulted in a report which effectively clears 
the way for the inauguration of 
vincial autonomy early next year. 
is the first stage in the great scheme of 
progressive constitutional reform embodied 
in the Government of India Act. 

Sir Otto’s report, which was issued as 
a Parliamentary Paper last night, should 
finally dispel all legitimate fears that 
constitutional 
financially impracticable, proceeds The 
After a full investigation of the 
position carried out with the co-operation 
of the Central and Provincial Govern: 
ments, he has come to the conclusion that 
from the financial point of view there is 
no reason why provincial autonomy should 
not be introduced a year hence, and that 
the budgetary prospects of India given 
mahagement 
justify the view that adequate arrange 
ments can be made, step by step, to meet 
the financial implications of the new ‘ ‘on. 
Such prudence, at least during 
the transitional stages, is a matter of 
course. The new 
Member have both given careful study to 
the financial problems arising out of the 
reforms, and the former directed special 
attention to them during the debate on 
the Government of India Bill in the House 
But it is well to remember that 
no financial settlement, however equitable, 
can save a province from budgetary diffi- 
culties if the local administration fails 
to exercise sufficient vigilance. Provincial . 
autonomy, as Sir Otto Niemeyer: remarks 
in his report, necessarily implies auto- 
nomous responsibility. 

Apart from such general considerations, 
Sir Otto’s report is mainly concerned with 
two basic questions. 
the degree of assistance required by 
certain provinces if, at the inauguration 
of provincial autonomy, they are to enjoy 
a reasonable prospect of maintaining their 
financial equilibrium. Moreover, the Joint 
Select Committee recognised in its report 
that there are some provinces where the 
sources of revenue ‘are “never 
likely to be sufficient to meet any reason-

SCOPE OF ESTIMATE 

In a statement accompanying the esti- 
mate, Lord Monsell (First Lord- of the 
Admiralty) says that it makes provision 
for commencing the new construction pro- 
gramme proposed for 1936, for additional 
expenditure on equipment reserves, and 
defence measures required for the Navy in 
pursuance of the policy explained in the 
White Paper of March á, and for the con- 
tinuance of expenditure necessitated by 
the Italo Ethiopian situation. 

The supplementary estimate provides a 
sum of nearly £5,000,000 for commencing 
the new construction programme, the 
increase being required partly on account 
of the increased size of the programme 
and partly.in order that ships may be 
laid down earlier in the financial year. 
It also makes provision for important 
improvements in our stock of ammuni- 
tion, fuel, and many other essential stores 
and in the equipment of the Fleet. Con- 
siderable further progress in the re-equip- 
ment of the existing flights of the Fleet 
air arm with new type aircraft is also 
provided for, and it has further been 
decided to accelerate considerably . the 
supply of additional anti-aircraft guns to 
existing ships, provision for which is 
included in the supplementary estimate 
and will be continued in future years. 

Four cruisers of the Hawkins class, which 
were to have been scrapped under the 
London Naval Treaty, are to be retained. 
Three will have their 7.5-inch guns re 
placed by guns of a calibre less than 6.1- 
inch, and will be retained as part of our

CASE OF A TEACHER 
The report of the Committee referred 


to the case of a teacher, who had been con- 
victed by the Military Tribunal, 
established under Article 2a of the Con- 
stitution. The teacher in question was 
reinstated and paid out of public funds, 
although neither was the conviction 
annulled nor was a free pardon granted. 
The Committee expressed the opinion 
that, as the said Article of the Constitu- 
tion continued the disqualification until 
one or other of these alternatives 
happened, all payments made to this 
teacher were iNegal, and invited the 
Department of Finance to express its 
view. The Minister had replied to the 
effect that a free pardon was granted by 
the Executive Council by Order dated 11th 
December, 1934, and that tke legal 
question raised had been submitted to the 
law officers, who had advised that pay- 
ments made from the date of re'nstate- 
ment to the date of the Order referred to 
were illegal. It was further added that 
legisiation intended to validate these pay- 
ments was being promoted. : 

The report comments on the number of 
married officers’ quarters remaining vacant 
over long periods, though officers to whom 
they could be allotted continued in receipt 
of lodging, fuel and light allowances.

PERMITS TO ALIENS 


Im regard to the grantuig of permits to- 
aliens to get employment here, certain people 
had made complaints. The persons, he 
wished to point out, described as aliens for 
the purpose of the Aliens Acts, did not in- 
clude British citizens, and it was only. in 
respect. of persons who were defined as aliens 
under these Acts that the Department of 
Industry and Commerce had any function in 
respect of granting or refusing permits to 
get employment here. A number- of such 
permits had been granted, and the operation 
of the Department was to issue them to 
aliens who had technical qualifications of a 
kind necessary to permit of some industrial 
activity being inaugurated in the Saorstat. 

They had to employ aliens in a. number of 
technical posts. It was the intention of the 
Government that responsible citizens should 
be trained in all classes of technical work 
associated with the sugar industry, and they 
were getting the co-operation of the company 
to that end. ane 

In 1935 the amount of contributions to the 
unemployment fund was £849,948 The in- 
crease shown by the figures in the number of 
people who secured insurable employment 
might be accounted for either by an increase 
in population or the fact that people were 
leaving agriculture and seeking employment in 
industry. The amount paid out of the in 
surance fund in 1955 was £544,917. The 
surplus, after allowing for . administration 
costs; would be applied towards wiping out 
the deficit which took place in the fund be- 
¢ween. 1921 and 1926; and which had been con- 
siderably reduced by 1931.

THE ‘UNEMPLOYMENT 
PROBLEM : 


The MINISTER, in his reply, alluding to 
the references to total unemployment in the 
country, said they had more than once 
explained that the total numbers on the live 
register did not represent the total 
unemployed. Many people were at all times 
transierring from one work to another, They 
probably represented 5 per cent. of the total,: 
and they did not constitute a problem. 
Fifty per cent, of the persons on the register 
were not hitherto regarded as unemployed, 
and if landholders and their sons were added 
to the unemployment census in 1926 the 
total would ‘be iar in excess of the present 
figure. In March last. 114,000 people were 
claiming unemployment assistamce, and of 
these 78,000 were described as having means. 


‘In the main these persons were small land- 


owners and their sons. 

“Tí,” said the MINISTER, ‘‘ we could find 
employment to-morrow for 40,000 persons, 
apart fram those described as having means, 
we would have settled the unemployment 
problem. ' 

' There was an unemp:oyment problem in the 
State, but exaggerating the position was not 
going to help to solve it, To whatever ex-

AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTION 


In so far as the economic war had its re- 
actions on employment, these reactions should 
surely. be found in the volume of agricultural 
production.

What had 
given rise to the misunderstanding’ about 
them was that in the calculation of. means 
for the purposes oí the Act pensions had 
necessarily to be taken into account, The pen- 
sions to which thes: men were entitled were 
regarded as means, and in the case of 
many of them, they were of such amount as 
to disqualify the recipient’ under the Act 
from receiving his qualification certificate. 
But beyond being debarred from the certifi- 
cate they were in no different position from 
any other person having means to the same 
value. They were not debarred from regis- 
tering, and it was incorrect to say that they 
were.
